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INTRODUCTION 



RECREATION: A BIBLIOGRAPHY OF SELECTED DOCUMENTS FROM ERIC is a 
bibliography of documents taken from RESEARCH IN EDUCATION, a monthly pub- 
lication of the Educational Resources Information Center (ERIC), RESEARCH IN 
EDUCATION (RIE) is a monthly index which lists resumes of documents pub- 
lished by ERIC, The documents from RIE are available in two forms, hardcopy 
or microfiche. Hardcopy is reproduced copies of original documents and 
microfiche are 4 x 6 film cards which must be read using a special reader. 

The purpose of compiling the bibliography was to re-package material 
found in the ERIC system to enable this material to reach more people. It was 
hoped that this form of re-packaging would allow for easier access and more 
efficient use of ERIC materials. 

The documents found in this bibliography were collected by a search of 
the 1967, 1968, and 1969 indexes of RIE. Seven descriptors were used in the 
search; Recreation, Recreational Activities, Recreational Facilities, Recreational 
Finances, Recreational Legislation, Recreational Programs and Recreational 
Reading. Only documents with the above descriptors were selected and reviewed. 
Those documents that had little relevance to the title were not included. 

The bibliography is by no means complete. It is meant only to serve 
as an aid to people using the ERIC system. For those who wish to have a more 
complete listing, especially in other related fields, the author would suggest 
using descriptors other than those used in this search.
